The 11 WMternmoit aUWa tune followed 
the lead of the south und Mgrwsd to pool •du- 
rnM nn F l (aclimea resloiialty to ralM the le»el 
or training in BpccUillicd flelda like medicine, 
law and englnrprlnn, 

Thla Idea has giilneil headway both In the 
- Bouth and west because no single atat* In 
Ibeoe rcgloi;> hus mouBh money to support 
a complete aet ol flr.it-rank Institutions cot- 
erlng such studies Were any state In the two 
arciu. to try e»Ubll^ltiK schools In all fields, 
the reault almost certainly would be disap- 
pointing to fllal« leaders eager to maintain 
high standards. 

A far higher caliber of training Is expected 
to come from the regional plans. Under thla 
■et-up each sUte will seek to make Itself the 
educational specl&llst In a limited niu&ber of 
lielda. Thus California might concentrate on 
medical and law Mhools, Utah od a mining 
BChooI. Colorado on engineering. 

Each sUte wUl send lU itudents beyond tta 
borders for training In »peclilUe» not Uught 
at home. In turn It will accept student* from 
neighboring states who wish to itudy its own 
apecUlttea- 

Thls plan not only promlsei to utUreHlXh- 
«r educational standardi; It alio will ellml- 
nat* much wasteful duplication ot facilities. 
Tb* sparsely aettled mountain statea par- 
ticularly can Ul afford to spread their slender 
nnandaJ resources orer sereral specialised 
InstitoUons. 

Although the less wealthy regioiu ar« allow- 
ing the way In co-operaU*e efforts tike this 
educational plan, the richer aectlons of the 
country are not unaware of the adrantagea 
In such arrangements. 

For example, progreu hu been m%de to- 
ward a big regional library in the middle 
vest to house books for lereral big unlnr- 
■iUea. Tha llbruy would serre as a centra 
depository for material not In too hearr de- 
Band. which could be circulated as needed by 
itudente in rarloua paru of the region. The 
■ehoola' own libraries would need to keep on 
hand only the books In greatest use. 

There U Kitous talk about setting up ■ 
T«clonal library In the eastern area, to serve 
Jointly the requlremenu of the New York 
public library and those at Harvard. Yale. 
Columliia and perhaps others. 

rurthennore. the western sut** already 
hare started work on a similar scheme for 

~ eorrteuootl uutmitioni tnii stats bospiuu. 

California, prevlouily about to abandon lu 
woman's reformatory. m^T now continue it 
as a prleon for women offenders throughout 
the west Plans are under way for a single 
weetem Khool tor the deal. 

Regional pooling of resources U an out- 
growth ol cooperallon among the lUtet de- 
veloped at goremors* confarences in the past 
10 years. The states have showed Increasing 
concern orer the fact that the tnltlatlTe baa 
passed to ths federal goremment In most 
matters of greater than stilrtly sUU tntf-rest. 

The region-wide approach to educaUonal 
and other problems Is plainly an effort by 
the sUtcs to recapture some of that lost 
tnlUatlve and to restore a better balance 
among federal. ataU and local gortrnmenta.
